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Angolar Creole 


Angolar Creole is a minority Portuguese-based creole language of 
Sao Tome and Principe, spoken in the southernmost towns of Sao 
Tome Island and sparsely along the coast, especially by Angolar 
people. It is also called by its native speakers as n'gola. It is a creole 
language with a majority Portuguese lexicon and a heavy substrate 
of a dialect of Kimbundu (port. Quimbundo), a Bantu language from 
inland Angola, where many had been enslaved. 
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
